sedan .that had1 been halted under

came out of East Berlin todav 
after three "American tanks and 
four armored" personnel carriers 
rushed to the city's "iron Curtain 
border. 


An American officer signaled 


the U.S. amor into position only 10 
yards from the Friedrichstrasse 
crossing point after word of the 
ear's plight was brought in by a 
\ycstcrn bus driver. Tank guns 
were trained on green-uniformed 
Communist police guarding 
the 


barricades. 


French officers 
reported 
that 


the American sedan had been held 
about GOO yards from the crossing 
point—under the guns of two; So- 
,yiet-built armored, cars manned 
by East Gerr5Mm!,.police. 
..> •. 


The sedan was driven by a sol- 


dier in uniform and had three pas- 
sengers, also in uniform. The se- 
nior occupant gave his name as 
Capt. Wii'th. He declined to identi- 
fy himself in more detail. He said 
he had to report to his command- 
er. 


The right front window of the 


ear was cracked. Occupants said 
it "was hit by something, but not 
a bullet." 


The incident came a few hours 


after another Communist shoot- 
ing. 
An East German, swam to 


freedom across the Tcflow Canal 
under a hail of bullets from Red 
border guards. He climbed out on 
the West bank of the canal unhurt.

Your lillle boy evident- 
ly throws rocks out of fear. 


Obviously he cannot understand 


why he should be disciplined for 
defending himself, since he re- 
peats the "crime." The whippings 
his father gives him must hurt. 
As a consequence, he lies out of 
fear. This doesn't make him a 
congenital liar. The real culprits 
are the older boys. Have a hcart- 
lo-hcart talk with their parents'. 
See to it that they and your jon 
meet on a fricndy basis in his 
home. Ask them lo be his "Big 
Brothers." Make it clear1 to him 
that this is what they arc 


Of 
course., I'm 
presupposing 


they are decent kidsj, not hood- 
lums. If the latter, report them to 
the police. 


I am opposed lo whipping1 chil- 


dren. Any individual—even a lit- 
tle six-year old boy, should be re- 
spelled as a human being. If his 
father persists in the whippings, 
he will grow up lo be like tho 
bullies who bail him. Parents and 
children should be companions. 
You and your husband will find 
Ihe rearing of your son far easier 
if you slarl with this promise and 
—of equal importance agree upon 
whatever discipline is required. 


It is also vital that you be con- 


sistent. 
Children h a v e logical 


minds. Explain all this to your 
husband and ask him to read the 
chapter on "How To Be A Par- 
ent" in "The Complete Life" by 
John Erskine.

Survives 10 
Days in Wilds 
of Alaska 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP)-"I 


jirepai'ed to die," Williattt C. 
Waters said today as he described 
the harrowing 10 weeks he spent 
lost in the Alaska wilds. Rescue 
came just as he thought the last 
hope had gone. 


Waters, 42, virtually given up 


for dead, was recovering in a 
hospital where he told of walking 
until ho fell and being pawed by 
a bear cub as he lay half con 
scions. 


The 
story 
of 
survival that 


amazed even Alaskans used to 
wilderness' hardships was told as 
Waters slowly began to recover 
strength after an ordeal that cut 
his 190 pound weight almost' in 
half. 


Waters, a Cincinnati postal em 


•ployc from Erlanger, Ky., Was on 
a long planned Alaska vacation 
trip when he left his automobile 
and hiked to Big Lake, 120 miles 
northeast of here, to fish. 


"After an hour at the lake," 


said Waters, "I 
figured there 


must be a creek off in the foot 
hills and set out for it, but I never 
found one. I turned to go back 
and started following a stream, 
thinking it would take me back 
to the road." 


It didn't. Waters wandered even 


farther, from civilization. 


That was June 20. What hap 


pcnccl after the first few days, 
Waters recalled hazily. 


"For the first three or four 


days," he said, "I heard airplanes 
but I didn't think I was lost. 
Every day would get worse. My 
feet became sore and swollen. I 
was afraid to lake my shoes off 
for fear I couldn't get them on 
again." 


At first it was hot and mos 


quitoes were bad. Then it rained 
2V-! clays and turned cold. 


"At one time I was lying ex 


hausled on my back with my 
face 
covered 
and 
my 
feet 


crossed," 
said Waters. "Some 


thing was turning my feet over 
and over. I would put them back 
and something would turn them 
over again. I pulled my coat off 
my head and there was a little 
cub. 
Two larger bears were there 


but ran off." 


Last Friday as Waters lay near 


a stream he heard a boat come 
clown the river and then return. 
Too weak to move, he felt this 
was the end. The next day the 
boat 
returned 
and 
this time 


Waters dragged 
himself to the 


bank. Two moose hunters from 
Fairbanks rescued him. 


Waters said he- kept alive1 by1 


eating wild cranberries, raspber 
ries and rosehips—the pods of 
wild roses gone to seed. 
._"As the season ended and the 
berries started to go," he said. 
"I figured I'd go too." 


Waters, a balchelor, is a hunt 


ing and fishing enthusiast who 
served in the Army Air Corps 
from 1940 to 1946. His parents are 
dead., Two brothers and a sister 
live in Ohio.

Truman put troops into Korea to 
stop the North Korean invasion. 
But Korea was remote from Rus 
sia. Stalin could safely bet the 
United States wouldn't use the 
bomb on the Koreans. Stalin had 
nothing to lose. 


It was during the Korean War 
-Nov. 
l, 1952-that the United 


States exploded its first hydrogen 
device at Bikini. It wasn't until 
a few months after Stalin's death 
—Aug. 21, 1953—that the Russians 
exploded theirs. 


Since then his successors have 


been no less ambitious but much 
more cautious. They've encour 
aged Communist guerrilla fight 
ing in Southeast Asia—still a long 
way 
from 
Russia —where the 


United States wouldn't use the 
bomb.

Argentina 
Seeks a New 
Minister

(At3)—President Arturo Frondizi 
hunted for a new foreign minister 
today to replace Adolfo Mtigica, 
who talked to much. 


Mugica had been on his way out 


since he reported a week ago that 
Cuban economic chief 
Ernesto 


Cuevar'a and Richard Goodwin, 
President Kennedy's special as- 
sistant for Latni America, con- 
ferred at a party in Uruguay Aug. 
16, shortly after the inter-Ameri- 
can economic conference. 


The foreign minister said the 


meeting lasted three hours and 
demonstrated Fidel Castro's re- 
gime is seeking better relations 
with Washington. Mugica told of 
the Guevara-Goodwin meeting in 
an effort to quiet military criti- 
cism of himself for arranging a 
subsequent meeting between Gue- 
vara and Frondizi. Mugica said 
Frondizi, by conferring with (he 
pro-Communist Cuban, was only 
"acting in the same line as" the 
United States. 


The service chiefs were not mol- 


lified, however, and demanded 
that Mugica be fired. President 
Kennedy's government said Gue- 
vara's meeting with Goodwin was 
only a chance encounter that1 last- 
ed a few minutes and had no sig- 
nificance. Other Argentine offi- 
cials expressed amazement that 
Mugica would use such a delicate 
international situation for domes- 
Lie purposes. 


Mugica said he resigned 
to 


avoid trouble between Argentina 
and the United States. But he in- 
listed'on the significance of the 
meeting, 
saying that Goodwin 


"could not have spoken for three 
hours with the Cuban minister 
without prior knowledge of his 
:hief." 


Mugica's resignation drew no 


comment from U.S. Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. 


The Cabinet change is not) ctx- 


pected to have any bearing on 
Argentine foreign policy. 


The president is believed to be 


coking for anotheii foreign minis- 
ter from the right,' possibly a Ro- 
man Catholic politician, to stress 
Argentina's pro-Western policies.
